I have pleasure in submitting the Annual Report on the Health of the City 
for 1963, which is compiled in accordance with the Public Health Officers' 
Regulations, 1959 and Ministry of Health Circular 1/64. 


An additional feature this year is the sub-division, by the Registrar General, 
of Causes of Death into the various age groups for each sex, for greater detail, and 
I am once again indebted to the County Medical Officer of Health for supplying the 
table of vaccinations and inoculations carried out in the City during the year. 


In common with surrounding Districts, exceptionally severe weather conditions 
were experienced during the early part of the year which caused some dislocation of 
daily life and no doubt influenced the Annual Morbidity and Mortality figures, but 
the health picture over the year gives reasonable cause for satisfaction. 


A notable feature of 1963 was the Old Folks' Survey in the City carried out 
by close co-operation between officials and voluntary workers and a Meals on Wheels 
Scheme was inaugurated under the able guidance of the Chairman of the "OLD PHOPLHES! 
WELFARE" Committee. 


As detailed by the Public Health Inspector, to whom I am most grateful for 
his contribution to the Report and constant support, progress was maintained on the 
environmental side, but there is still scope for action with regard to sub-standard 
housing. 


My thanks are due to the other officers of the Council, and to the Chairman 


and members of the General Purposes Committee, for the consideration shown to me 
during the year.

Population 


The Registrar-General estimated an increase of population for the City of 190 over 
that at mid-year 1962. 


Births 

Live births totalled 13 less than in 1962 with a corresponding reduction in the birth 
rates. However, there was a fall in the Illegitimate Live Birth rate, and the Still 
Birth Rate was again about half the County and England & Wales rates. 


Deaths 

The total of deaths at all ages was 25 more than in 1962 with a corresponding rise in 
the Recorded Death Rate, but when allowance is made for the age structure of the City 
by use of the Area Deaths Comparability Factor, the Corrected Death Rate differs little 
from the National figure. 


Infant Mortality 
Total infant deaths was the same figure as for the previous year but the Infant Mortalit: 


Rate rose due to a decrease in the total of live births. The Neo-natal Mortality, 
Early Neo-natal, and Perinatal Mortality rates were considerably less than in 1962 and 
compared favourably with the County and National rates. 


Maternal Mortality 


There were again no deaths in women in the City as a result of pregnancy, childbirth 
or abortion. 


Causes of Death 


Cardio-vascular diseases again took first place as the greatest single cause of death 
in Wells during the year (60 deaths). Of these, Coronary and other heart diseases 
took leading place with 33 deaths followed by Vascular Lesions of the Nervous System 
with 24. 


Respiratory diseases possibly as a result of the severe weather in the early part of 
the year, took precedence over Cancer deaths in 1963, causing some 20 deaths. 


Cancer deaths were raised, compared with 1962, to 17, and of these Cancer of the Breast 
took leading place with 6 deaths.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR 
Introduction 
To the Mayor, Aldermen & obanbiiiens' 
Mr.Mayor, Ladies & Gentlemen, 
I have much pleasure in presenting my Annual Report for 1963. 


The office of the Public Health Inspector is combined with that of Building 
Inspector and the continued and considerable increase in the work connected with 
the latter appointment has again taken up time otherwise devoted to Public Health 
work. This especially has its effect upon the routine work of Public Health, and 
could produce a decline in standards of food hygiene, housing repairs etc., within 
the Boroughe The hard winter in the early months of the year severely taxed 
essential services, and a good deal of work was devoted to the task of preventing 
excessive hardship in living conditions where these had broken down. 


In October the new Meat Inspection Regulations came into force, making it 
obligatory for Local Authorities to arrange for inspection of all animals killed 
in their areas, as well as providing a comprehensive code for ante and post mortem 
examination. The Regulations also provided for the marking of all carcases with 
an approved stamp after inspection and passing as fit for consumption. The other 
duties for which the department became responsible during the year were the Animal 
Boarding Establishments Act 1963 and the Liquid Egg (Pasteurisation) Regulations 
1963. 


Once again I would like to take this opportunity of expressing my gratitude 


to the Chairman and members of the General Purposes Committee and to the Medical 
Officer of Health for continued support at all times.

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WATER SUPPLY 


Quantity 


Now that Bristol Waterworks Company has taken over the supply for Wells and 
neighbouring authorities it is increasingly difficult to give the consumption per 
head per day in Wells itself. Over the Company's area as a whole the consumption 
was as follows:-

The total consumption of 55.73 gallons per head per day compares with a total 
consumption figure of 41 gallons per head per day for Wells last year. It is 
probable that this figure of 41 gallons per head per day for Wells is more accurate , 
bearing in mind that the total yield available for the Wells supply would allow only 
a maximum of 46 gallons per head per day for all purposes.

These soarces were in use during the whole of 1963 and the supplies were 
augmented for a short time by water tanker, although this was a very small 
amount when compared with the other yields of sources. 


The Holes Ash Spring, Rookham Spring & Vigo borehole are situated on the 
southern slopes of the Mendip Hills. 


(bd) Private There are also three private borehole supplies and the water 
supplied by these is mainly used for industrial purposes. 


The Tudway Estates also have a private water supply which is piped to a 

small number of houses in the City and supplies the Cathedral Grammar School. 
This supply, derived from a spring on the Mendip Hills, is fed to a reservoir 
at Walcombe and thence for distribution. The supply is subject to occasionai 
contamination and regular routine checks are made.

Hardness 
The water from the Vigo Spring is moderately hard, the hardness being mainly 
temporary. The water from Holes Ash Spring is a slightly hard water, the hardness 


being entirely temporary. The water from the Borehole (Athletic Ground) is very 
hard in character, mostly temporary. 
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Chemical Purity 


The Holes Ash and Vigo Springs, and the two boreholes (Athletic Ground) provide 
vater which is of satisfactory ckenical purity. 


Piped Supplies 


Most of the houses in the City have an internal piped supply. There are still 
a comparatively large number of houses, estimated at 170, which obtain their supplies 
from taps situated externally and usually at the rear of the premises. In many cases 
this supply point is shared by two or more houses. Many of these houses are in the 
Council's Slum Clearance programme, but there are many others which have no supply 
other than externally. The number is slowly decreasing, due to improvement grants to 
houses and to the public demand for higher standards. 


Rainfall

PUBLIC SWIMMING BATHS 


Samples of water are taken at regular intervals from the open air Public Swimming 
Baths at Princes Road during the summer season. The samples are taken from the inlet 
or shallow end and from the outlet or deep end. Samples are aiso taken from the 
childrens! Paddling Pool. 


Water for the baths is taken from the mains supply and passes through a continuous 
pressure sand filter and is chlorinated. The turnover of the water in the baths takes 
place every four hours. 


The daily average number of bathers during the season was 323.

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SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


Methods of Disposal 


Almost all the houses and premises in the City are served by main sewer, the 
outfall being at Burcott, where the Sewage Disposal Works are situated. 


There are approximately 40 houses using septic tank and soakaway systems or 
the conservancy system. Usually this is because they are not served by a sewer 
within a reasonable distance, or because adjacent sewers are not at suitable depths. 
They are, for the most part, isolated from the main urban area of the town, generally 
being situated at the boundaries of the district. They do not create a nuisance 
but due to the clayey nature of the subsoil of the district, there is a tendency 
for ponding to take place on the soakaway area, especially during periods of heavy 
rainfall and in the winter when loss from evaporation is at a minimum.

Effluents 

By arrangement with the Somerset County Public Analyst, monthly samples are 
taken by the Surveyor's Devartment for chemical analysis, to ensure that the final 
discharge to the watercourse complies with the recommended limits. 


Of the 11 samples taken 2 were satisfactory, 5 were slightly below recommended 
limits, whilst 4 were considered unsatisfactory.

Trade refuse is removed on payment. 


Disposal of household and trade refuse is by semi-controlled tipping on the 
sites adjacent to the Sewage Disposal Works and would be much improved if a full 
system of controlled tipping were adopted. The lack of covering material is the 
main reason which prevents this at present. 


HOUSING 


Housing Programme No Council houses were completed in the year. By the end of the 
year there were 4{ Council houses under construction at Bath Road, 15 of which are 
intended for slum clearance re-housing, and 26 are intended to be let at economical 
rentals and for housing the employees of the Mendip Hospital.

OVERCROWDING 


Three serious cases of overcrowding were reported in 1963. Two of the cases 
were the results of two families living in the same house, and the Council was able 
to relieve the overcrowding by re-housing one of the families in each case. The 
remaining case was a family of five living in one room in a multi-occupied house, 
and after constant representations the family moved away to other accommodation in 
another district. 


In general the overcrowding position in the City is not serious, but the 
isolated cases when discovered are usually extremely severe. There is also a 
considerable number of Italian immigrants in the City who, due to high rents and 
inability to find suitable accommodation, will quickly cause temporary overerowding 
and a careful vatsh is kept on the position. 


IMPROVEMENT GRANTS 


The Council have always operated the two types of Grant schemes available. 
This year there has been a reduction in the number of Discretionary type grants, 
but an increase in the Standard grant applications. The popularity of the 3tandard 
grant is due in part to the less formalities required and also that these grants 
may be obtained without the requirement of additional repairs to the premises. 
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Applications from ommer/occupiers again outweigh applications from landlords. 
There are still many old properties which are most suitable for modernisation by 
grant aid, and owners are always advised to take advantage of the grants where 
applicable. Routine housing inspections, together with technical advice would, 

I believe, be a considerable advance towards furthering interest in the grant 
schemes and would often result in giving a new lease of life to old houses and a 
better standard of housing for the occupants. Where possible suitable publicity 
has been given to the schemes available to property owners.

HOUSES IN MULTIPLE OCCUPATION 


The legislation controlling houses in multiple occupation is by the Housing 
(Management of Houses in Multiple Occupation) Regulations 1962. 


The type of house in which this problem may arise is the larger Victorian 
dwelling, now too big for the use of one family, and consequently let off into units. 
Such lettings can command high rents often unjustified by the amenities available. 


Fortunately there are not many such houses in the City, and consequently the 
problem is not likely to be great. Nevertheless there are a number of houses which 
fall into the category. Three such houses were visited during 1963 and found to be 
wanting in amenities. Due to other duties intervening, it is not possible 
systematically to inspect all the houses which come within the Regulations.

Slaughterhouse There is only one slaughterhouse in the district which is small and 
privately owned. At the commencement of the year and in order to obtain renewal of

A charge of £15 per annum is made for this purpose on the proprietc 
of the slaughterhouse. For many years there has been 100% inspection of all carcases 
in the City and consequently the additional marking of carcases is easily provided.

RODENT CONTROL 
Sewer Maintenance Treatment 
One sewer maintenance test treatment was undertaken during the year. 
There are 110 manholes on the sewer systom in the City. Test Treatment of 11 
manholes at strategic points was undertaken and as the result was negative, further 
treatment was not necessary. 


Surface Infestations 


The year was free from serious rat infestation and this was no doubt due to the 
clear condition of the sewers. 


Thirty-five complaints of surface infestation were received and ninetcen separate 
treatments were carried out by the rodent operative. Warfarin was used as the poison 
for most treatments but where this may not be swift enough, zine Phosphide is used.

CLEAN AIR ACT 14956 


The Council have adopted Byelaws under Section 24 of the Act, the purpose being 
to ensure that domestic appliances installed in new buildings are capable of burning 
smokeless fuels. There is no statutory obligation to use such fuels, until a smoke 
control area is created. 


In oonsequence 56 new fireplaces in the area were installed with such appliances. 
The danger of air pollution by smoke is not an ever present problem, as in industrial 
areas, nevertheless the Byelaw ensures that as the town develops the emission of smoke 
from houses will not produce a smoke laden atmosphere. 
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Diseases of Animals Waste Foods Order 1957 


The County Council's functions under this Order are delegated to this 
Council. 


There is one boiling plant and premises dealing with waste foods in the 
district and this was inspected on two occasions during the year to ensure that 
compliance with the Order was being observed. In both cases the premises were in 
a satisfactory condition and were reported upon as such to the County Council.
